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RESTRICTIONS ON MILITARY ASSISTANCE AND SALES TO EL SALVADOR 


Sec. 728. (aX1) The Congress finds that peaceful and democratic ee tse 2370 
development in Central America is in the interest of the Uni : 
States and of the community of American States generally, that the 
recent civil strife in El Salvador has caused great human culteniay 
and disruption to the economy of that country, and that substanti 
assistance to El Salvador is necessary to help alleviate that suffering 
and to promote economic recovery within a peaceful and democratic 
process. Moreover, the Congress recognizes that the efforts of the 
Government of El Salvador to achieve these goals are affected by the 
activities cf forces beyond its control. 

(2) Taking note of the sutstantial progress made by the Govern- 
ment of El Salvader in land and bankin reforms, the Congress 
declares it should be the policy of the United States to encourage and 
support the Government of El Salvador in the implementation of 
these reforms. Mi nd 

(3) The United States also welcomes the continuing efforts of 

President Duarte and his supporters in the Government of El 
Salvador to establish greater control over the activities oi members of 
the armed forces and government security forces. The Congress finde 
that it is in the interest of the United States to cooperate with the 
Duarte government in putting an end to violence in Bl Salvacor by 
extremist elements ariong both the insurgents and the security 
forces, and in establishing a unified command and control of all 
government forces. : 

(4) The United States supports the holding of free, fair, and open 
elections in E] Salvador at the earliest date. The Congress notes the 

progress being made by the Duarte government in this area, °3 
eviaenced by the appointment of an electoral commission. _ tars

(e) On making tho first certification under subsection (b) of this 

scction, tho President chali also certily te the Speaker of the House of 
Ro niatives and the chairmen of the Committees on Foreign 
Ralations of ths Genate that he has determined that the Government 
of E] Esivedor hes made good faith sffcris both to investigate the 

: murdera of the cix United States citizens in ii falvador in December 
1980 and January 1981 and to bring to justice these responsible for 
those murders.
